Nefarious practices, whether in or out of 


politics, deserve the condemnation of ev- 
ery honest man. Vicious influences of ev- 
ery kind give token of the degradation of 
the sources from which they 
flow.

such influences are resorted to with the 
view of affecting voters and securing suc- 
cess at the polls, they inevitably rouse the 
indignation of every honorable soul.

That letter was not written by John Bur- 


ton. So far as he is concerned it was a 
fraud. 
It was written by John Burton, Jr., 


a son of Elwood Burton, whose daughter 
married a brother of Harry J. Shoemaker. 
The perpetrators of the villainy erased the 
Jr., and with that fraudulent heading gave 
it free circulation in Bristol and elsewhere 
in the Seventh district.

A Flight of Arrow*. 


The influence of the Bucks County Intel- 


ligencer in the late contest does not appear 
to be very markel. Previous to its unac- 
countable reversal, and when it was ar- 
dently in favor of Mr. Wanger' a renomina- 
tion, it furnished arguments that played an 
excellent part in opposition to its later atti- 
tude. Those arguments could not be ex- 
punged. They still had life and force as 
well as merit, and they were used for all 
they were worth. A change in the editor's 
position, did not involve a change in tie in- 
herent character of the arguments. 
These 


were sound all tbe time, and they bore ef- 
fective testimony not only in favor of Mr, 
Wanger, but likewise against the folly and 
the discredit of the Intelligencer's radical 
transition.

Some signs are cheering to the soul. Re- 


'ormation, like many other things, must 
lave a beginning. Very often the first step 
u a right direction is the renunciation of 
old familiar ways. To turn one's back upon 
one's old self and travel a now road that 
has some relation to ethicj, is a very credit- 
able performance. The sad fact is that a' 
man in the first stages of reform, like a 
second-hand postage-stamp, will not always 
stick. Still, let us give even new-fledged 
saints their due, just as we would have done 
Before they were saints. 


When editors of newspapers, whether 


these be highly virtuous and conspicuously 
righteous or otherwise, voluntarily announce 
that they "detest both political cant and 
political debauchery," one's heart is made 
a beat with high hope and good cheer. They 
make an encouraging declaration who speak 
thus with fervid earnestness and zeal; but 
somehow, when we see such words printed 
in some papers, we are reminded of the 
keen-witted poet of Queen Anne's time, who 
saw fit to fling iu this way :— 


"Vice is a monster of such frightful mien, 
As to be hated needs but to be seen; 
But seen too oft, familiar with her face, 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace."

EDITOR GAZEI'IK;—I notice that 
the 


GAZKTTE, in last week's issue, indulged in a 
little fancy for prediction. It made a protty 
good hit. Thus it outlined the prospect 
which has since found truition at Lansdnlc . 


"The sentiment in favor of the return of 


Mr, Wangor to Congress has grown steadily 
during the past week, and as far as wo can 
learn there are no exceptions in any locality 
in this region. 
Montgomery county is 


practically solid for him. Mr. Shoemaker 
will likely carry one district, and it !B in 
the bounds of possibility but not in proba- 
bility that ho may get five out of the 118 
districts, leaving in that event 113 districts 
in favor of Mr. Wanger. In Bucks county 
Dr. Joseph Thomas will probably havu 18 
delegates, Mr. Shoemaker 20, Henry M. 
Watson o, and Mr. Wanger 32. If this 
statement is correct, and we have reason to 
believe that the result will not vary largely 
from it, Mr. Wander will have at least 145 
votes in the convention to 39 votes for all 
the other candidates, giving him on the first 
ballot a clear majority of 100.

Mr. Wnuger's Rciiomluutlon. 


The renomination of Congressman I P. 


Wanger at Lansdale yesterday followed as a 
matter of course Ms overwhelming success 
at the primaries of both Bucks and Mont- 
gomery county Ual Satuiday. The Seventh 
Congressional District shows its good sense 
in repudiating iu this instance the rotation 
principle, which constituted Mr. Wangor'e 
opponents' chief claim to consideration. 


Most of the Congressional districts in 


Pennsylvania outside of the two counties of 
Philadelphia and Allegheny lock on a Con- 
gressman as one who has received a reward 
and not as one who has been commissioned 
as a public servant. If the poeition is simply 
an honor there is force in the claim that it 
should not be monopolized but borne in 
,urn by as many deserving men as possible. 
[f it is a post of duty, requiring faithful 
service and experience for its best discharge, 
,f a Congressman is chosen for the benefit of 
ils constituents and not for his own ag-. 
grandizement, his constituents, if they are 


ise, will keep him at his post so long as 
ic proves himself an efficient and satisfactory 
public servant. 


Mr. Wanger is now in the middle of his 


second term in Congress. He has served 
through three sessions, won credit in Wash- 
ngton and given satisfaction at home. Were 
he permitted to serve in the House with his 
party in a majority in both branches mid 
legislation active instead of stifled by im- 
perfect control, as at the last session, his 
experience, intelligenoa and sobriety of 
udgment would serve his party and his 
district well. He has faithfully executed 
lis trust up to date, and ought to be retained 
in it. 
That this is so clearly the sentiment 


of the Republicans of the Seventh Congress- 
ional District of Pennsylvania is greatly to 
their credit. 


There are no great Congressmen, leaders 


of national reputation and commanding in- 
luence, except from those districts where 
he rotation principle does not prevail but 
where a good representative, by being re- 
peatedly re-elected, is given an opportunity 
to make a reputation and acquire an in- 
fluence. With rare exceptions it is the 
older members who control and direct the 
legislation of Congress, and those districts 
which cannot consent to keep their members 
n long enough to be classed among tbe 
older members must be content to do with- 
out the influence, prestige and power which 
belong to the districts which, through their 
members, control the National House of 
ilepreaentatives.—Philadelphia Press. 


Wangor Wliin. 


The contest for the nomination of a Con- 


gressman on the Republican ticket this 
district is over. It was a warm one, and 
the questions involved were thoroughly dis- 
cussed It was decided that experience in 
legislation added to known ability and 
ntegrity was paramount to the rotation of 
the office from one county to the other; 
that the services of a thoroughly tested and 
reliable representative are above the claims 
of mere locality, and that county lines in 
times when the political aspect of affairs 
all over the county requires the best men 
to be retained in Congress, should be dis 
regarded. 


The Republicans of the VII District felt 


that Mr. Wanger had been thoroughly tested. 
He had been faithful to the trust heretofore 
imposed upon him and they knew that they 
run no risk in again selecting him as their 
Representative in Congress. They knew 
Ills devotion to the cause of protection, they 
knew his views on the question of a sound

tricts. Forty delegates out of the seventy-six 
responded in his favor to Iho. roll call, and 
by so doing deprived the opposition of any 
pretext for claiming that Bucks county was 
not in favor of his rouomination. 


Mr. Wanger'. Victory. 


The overwhelming majority cast lor the 


reuouiination of Representative Wanger at 
the Republican primaries in the Montgomery 
and BUCKS district is quite as much a tribute 
to the vital principle Mr. Wanger distinctly 
embodies as it is an expression of personal 
respect for the man. 


Mr. Wanger has served creditably during 


his three sessions in Congress, but he wan 
one of the minority of the Republicans of 
the House who emphasized Ma devotion to 
sound money in the last Congress, when a 
majority of both parties faltered on a test 
vote and thus did much to deepen the dis- 
trust of American credit at home and abroad. 


There waa eminent fitness in the ronomina- 


tion of Representative Wangor at this time 
entirely without regard to any principle of 
rotation or claims of locality. At best the 
theory of rotation in an important repre- 
sentative office is not creditable to the com- 
munity that demands it, and certainly it 
lessens the standard of both ability and 
experience in our public service. But even. 
admitting the force of the rotation principle 
in our rural districts, there are times when 
they should gracefully yield to the public 
welfare, aud the battle mode for and against 
the nomination of Mr. Wanger presented 
one of these exceptional cases. 


There is one supreme issue before the 


American people in the present contest, and 
it applies with quite as much directness and 
force to the selection of Congressman as it 
docs to the selection of the President. Every 
man who has been tested as Representative 
Waagcr has bean touted and made a record 
unqualifiedly in favor of sound money should 
be sustained by the patriotic men of all par- 
tics, and returned to continue his good 
word for the maintenance of public and 
private credit. 


It is not discreditable to the several 


worthy men who have been competitors of 
Mr. Wangor that they were defeated in such 
a contest. A principle greater than all af 
them overshadowed the claims of individuals, 
and we congratulate the Republicans of 
Montgomery and Bucks on the decisive vote 
they have given Mr. Wanger. Every sound 
money man of the district, regardless of his 
political associations, should unite to give 
Representative 
Wanger an overwhelming

A Syndicate S«€nre« Trolley RoiuU Con- 


trolllug Franchise* Auroft* Bfow 
A syndicate of Philadelphia capitalists, 


headed by George S. Gandy, President of 
the Fairmount Park Transportation Com- 
pany, and formerly Vice President of the 
Electric Traction Company, recently acquired 
control of the New York and Philadelphia 
Traction Company and the Central Jersey 
Traction Company, two corporations which 
have the franchises for the construction of 
an electric railway between New York and 
this city. 


It is not known whether the now manage- 


ment of the companies expect to soon build 
a through line, but it is understood that the 
intention is to construct lines connecting 
Bound Brook, Railway, New Brunswick and 
Plaiufield in the near future. It is also 
stated on good authority that the contract 
for the construction of the road between 
Bound Brook and New Brunswick has been 
let, and that the contractor has agreed to 
finish the first sixteen miles of the road by 
May 1, 1897. 
Under the old management 


there was talk also of extending the line to 
Princeton after the connecting lines between 
the places mentioned had been put in opera- 
tion, and then, perhaps, to Trenton, with a 
further extension to this city subsequently. 


An authority on electrical railways says 


that he does not think a through line would 
ever be built on the plans mentioned. Such 
a road would connect near-by towns along 
the route between the two cities, and, as it 
would run through them, could not make 
great speed. The route would also be some- 
what circuitous and the traffic would, con- 
sequently, be of a local character. 


The same authority believes that a through 


electrical railway between Philadelphia and 
New York will be constructed, sooner or 
later. It will, however, be an air line, 
fenced in, over which trains can run at a 
rate of speed sufficiently high to cover the 
distance between the two cities in an hour 
and a half, at a lower rate of fare than the 
steam roads charge.

"For present use it Is. It's worth a dol- 


lar today because practically it bears on 
its face the promise of the United States 
to redeem it in gold. But if you should 
keep that dollar and unlimited free coin- 
age should be established in this country 
you would see t he time when you couldn't 
exchange it f or fjold^-a time when its value 
would be simply tho value of tho silver 
that's in It, just as today tho value of a 
gold dollar is the value of the gold that's 
in it. You say the stamp of tho govern- 
ment makes vnhie?

"Certainly; wherever the stamp goes the 


value goes. Isn't that true?" 


"Not a bit of it. Tho stamp on tho gold 


piece is simply .1 certificate of thequantity 
of gold it contains. Wo are shipping gold 
to Europe all the time. Europeans take 
our gold coin at its actual bullion value. 
[f there was more gold in a $6 piece it 
would bring more abroad; if loss, the price 
ivoald bo lower. 


"So It is in our own country. The gold 


coin Is taken for what it actually is worth. 
It stands on its merits. There is no re- 
demption back of it. It is our standard 
of valuo. If a man has a horse to sell he 
names tho price—so many dollars—and ex- 
poets payment in dollars that come up to 
;ho standard. 


'Not so with silver. The 68-cent dollar 


rou have in your hand stands precisely in 
ihe position of tho paper dollar. It is 
practically only a promise to pay gold. It 
would circulate as freely If there was but 
ten cents' worth of silver in it. It is taken 
now in trades of all kinds without ques- 
tion, because nobody doubts the ability of 
the government to redeem it in gold. 


"Establish free coinage and the silver 


dollar will have nothing behind it. It 
must go for what it is actually worth. 
?Thero would bo no redemption. In the 
first place, it is not proposed to back it 
with a government promise of redemp- 
tion; in the second place, tho government 
could not keep such a promise good if it 
should make it." 


"Freo coinage means the substitution of 


the silver dollar for the gold dollar as the 
standard of value. 


"Can't you sec now how it would affect 


you personally?" I demanded of my friend. 


"I'd get my salary in silver," ho an- 


swered frankly, "not necessarily silver 
coin, but in dollars redeemable in silver, 
[s that what you mean?" ' 


"That's part of it. You don't entertain 


any expectation, do you, that your salary 
would bo raised as the value of tho money 
standard should fall?" 


Do I? Of course I don't. I've seen too 


much of tho world to expect the like of 
that. Men who work for wages, big or 
little, would keep on working at the same 
wages.

You paid about 130 
for that suit, I judge—130 in gold. You 
don't suppose thirty 50 cent dollars would 
buy such a suit of clothes, do you? 


"Another thing. Is your life insured?" 
"Yes, for $6,0i)0." 
"Comfort to you to think that if you 


should dieyour wife would get that$6,000? 
You needn't say yes. I know. Now, how 
•would you feel if this $6,000 should be 
scaled down to .ibout 50 per cent?" 


"That would be devilish." 
"That's what free coinage proposes. It 


proposes, too, that every dollar yon and 
pour wife, by dint of economy, self denial 
and hard work have put into the savings 
tank shall bo cut in two' about in the 
middle.

uylvunia, expresses the opinion that thei 
is one point in connection with the our 
rency question that has not as yet receiv'oc 
attention, which will be thoroughly von 
tiluted as the campaign progresses, an 
which will have large influence with vot- 
ers.

parts of alloy, will ooin $18.00 in standard 
silver dollars of tho existing weight 
Those sixteen ounces of silver can be pur 
chased today at the rate of 70 cents pel 
ounce, which would bo for the sixteo: 
ounces811.20. Ou an iuvostmontof$lJ.SO 
therefore, thoro would bn mulor froo oo 
ago a profit to the Investor of J7 '10. Tha: 
is to say, any man could go into the mar- 
ket, purchase 1,000 ounces of silver bul- 
lion, which can bo purchased today ior 
81,120, and from this there can be coined 
$1,8(>0 of full legal tender quality. That 
quantity of silver bullion under frco coin 
age could be taken to tho mint and tho 
holder would realize a profit of $7-10 on an 
investment of $1,120.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. S.—In view of the 


alleged growth of the silver sentiment 
among the farmers of the west, there has 
been considerable curiosity expressed by 
those interested in public affairs in this 
city to know how strong a hold the belief 
in the free coinage ofthe white metal has 
upon the agriculturists of the east, and 
especially of oiu own state. Congrossman- 
at-Large Galusha A. Grow, who has re- 
cently returned to the city from inland 
sections of the state, says that he failed to 
discover there any strong feeling in favor 
of stiver except in Schuylkill county and a 
little of the territory adjacent thereto. 


Perhaps as good a way as any to ascer- 


tain the attitude of the Pennsylvania farm- 
ers on the money question Is by talking 
with those of them who come from Mont- 
gomery and Bucks counties and from New 
Jersey to the Philadelphia markets. The 
four stations for the sale of market pro- 
duce principally patronized by the farmers 
are the Heading Terminal, the Spring 
Garden, the Girard Avenue and the Eigh- 
teenth und Ridge avenue markets. 


At these places the farmers congregate 


in groups when business is slack, aiic 
oftentimes engage in animated discussion 
ou the currency issue. 
•The conclusions reached by the reporter 
after circulating among the agriculturists 
at one of the markets was that most of 
them are certain of their position and sure 
how they will vote. 


Superintendent McKay, of the Termi- 


nal market, is strongly in favor of the 
gold standard, und in conversation with a 
reporter discounted the silvorites, all of 
whom he believed to be Democrats.

ER CLOSING THE FRONT DOOR. 


How the Money la Counted Had Sorted. 


Care Exercisnd to Avoid Mistakes—Bills 
That Arc Worn nuil Soiled Are Sent to 
Wellington or the Sabtrcastiry. 


On stepping into nny of the large bank- 


lag houses down town one is almost wick- 
fdly tempted to liken the functionaries be- 
hind the tan, to so many caged animals. 
Hut the sh.-ii-p, quick, intelligent fuccs of 
lijosc men forbid tho thought. Once in- 
side these Iron burs and permitted the 
privilege to pierce the inner depths, an or- 
dinary individual finds much to awaken 
wonder. This is particularly true of both 
the paying teller's and receiving teller's 
departments, whose workings indeed are 
peculiarly In unison. Here the fragments 
of silken tissue, that pass daily through 
our hands as dollar bills, are undergoing 
a strictly systematic discipline, each bill 
being rigorously scrutinized and carefullv 
handled and dealt with according to its 
just deserts, good or bad. The position of 
tho p^ing teller's assistant is one which 
requires the strictest precaution and un- 
failing attention of him who holds it—a 
quick, alert mind and active brain capable 
of doing at least half a dozen things at the 
same time. This clerk's hours are Irregu- 
lar and uncertain—some days long, some 
short, much depending upon the deposits 
made through tho day 


The banking hours are usually from 8- 80 


in tho morning to 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and tho majority of people are under 
the impression that there Is nothing more 
to do at the latter hour but for the book- 
keepers to close their great volumes and the 
teller to lock up the safe and all retire 
simultaneously. But if those who hold 
this notion of bank clerks' hours should 
happen into the bank two or three hours 
later they would still find these men as 
busy as boes and steeper in work if possi- 
ble than at high noon. 


Among most of the important banks of 


the city the deposits made daily average 
from 300 to 400, some of which are 
amazingly large. It is a little startling to 
see tho deposits made by some of the well 
known firms of this city at holiday time, 
as well as by tho railroad companies after 
the many legal holidays, but more strik- 
ingly is it so with the deposits of some of 
the large dry goods stores after one of their 
celebrated "mark down sales" or "bargain 
days." Many of these latter deposits, if 
piled up separately, would form a series of 
little pillars that would put a man of 8 feet 
completely in the shade, each valuing from 
840,000 to $60,000 and composed ohieflv 
of II and $3 bills. 


The receiving teller on taking in the 


smaller or sundry deposits passes them over 
to his assistant, while quick eyes scan their 
contents, examining and proving each one 
separately as he does so. These in turn fall 
into the hands of the paying teller's assist- 
ant, from whence they spring to either a 
glorious resurrection to make once more 
the circuit of the globe or forever sink in 
oblivion. But before reaching Its final 
destination in the bank—the safe—each

supervision of at least three people. Thus 
are avoided, as far as possible, all errors or 
mistakes and traced if there be any such to 
their original source. Thus the bank offi- 
cers, ever shrewd, ever cautious, suiter 
themselves to run no risks. 


Having received orders from the paying 


teller as to how he wishes the drawers and 
safe stocked for the day, his assistant be- 
gins at once to unbind the fetters of the 
dense piles, and soon the desks are strewn 
with this big display of wealth. It presents 
a patchwork appearance of singular uhar- 
aoter. He takes the large deposits sepa- 
rately and with wonderful skill and ener- 
gy and with still more wonderful patience 
wades through the mazes of the mass a 
seemingly never ending task, and, to say 
the least, a most tedious one. He starts 
off to make up $500 packages of $5 and *10 
bills, throwing out In systematic order the 
ragged and time worn bills of all denomi- 
nations. Each bill is carefully examined 
and smoothed out, arid when each package 
is complete It Is slipped into a neat little 
white paper band, with the amount it con- 
tains clearly stamped upon it as well as the 
signature of him who is responsible for It. 
The bills of the larger denominations—that 
is to say, the $20, 850 and S100 bills—are 
usually made up into packages of thou- 
sands, andtheJSOO and $1,000 bills are 
laid away independently of any stated 
amount.

bands of twenty-fives, fifties and hundred 
dollars. 
The good bills being thus sorted 


out, the ragged ore gone through and 
counted up separately. 
These latter bills 


after a respectful performance of the last 
rites are ultimately committed to the 
flames at the national capital. 


Good and bad are for the time placed to- 


gether and footed up according to the 
straps in order to prove whether or not the 
figures agree with those given with the 
deposit. The good bills are then storerj 
away, and the ragged ones of each deposit 
are taken apart and amassed together 
through the day. When in due season the 
business of sorting has ended and not a 
good bill is anywhere to be seen, they are 
then taken and put up in still more con- 
venient order. The legal tenders or green- 
backs, the silver dollar- bills, coins and na- 
tional bank notes, all, ranging from the 
lowest denominations to the highest, ore 
carefully separated from each other and 
taken in eeries and put Into straps respec- 
tively of hundreds, five hundreds and 
thousand* Thus all the "legals" are kept 
together In fires, tens, twenties, and so on, 
with the "silver" and "nationals " These 
are sent to Washington to be destroyed, 
and occasionally to the subtreasury, and 
for them in return there arc sent back 
good bills. 


It would seem that most of the members 


of the large business concerns of our proud 
city understand to a degree the term'' bank 
etiquette" aa though they had basked in 
its element a lifetime and had been taught 
from childhood to understand Its legiti- 
mate meaning. They arrange their de- 
posits with a method, the most satisfactory 
imaginable to the bank clerk, a delight to 
behold. This regularity, while it distinct- 
ly shows the training of a thorough busi- 
ness man, is attended with little or no ef- 
fort on their part, but it means to the bank 
clerks the saving of an infinite amount of 
hard, trying labor. This method consists 
in placing all the bills, clean or ragged, of 
the larger denominations together on top 
of whatever size package they choose to 
make, keeping the $1 and $2 bills strictly 
at the bottom. Thus the clerk can with 
little difficulty moke rapid headway 
through his arduous work, for he knows 
what he is facing. These deposits are meat 
to the-eyes of the tellers on ordinary days, 
but more specially so on heavy ones, when 
they have all they can do to finish np by 0 
o'clock.—Boston Transcript

iurus, though surprisingly reticent about 
Bis prison existence. 


Leonard Woolscy Bacon, who appears to 


have found leisure when at Geneva to study 
up a considerable amount of recondite eru- 
dition among the archives there, haa un- 
eiu-thed the whole history of Bonulvard 
and givuu a readable summary of it in a 
little volume entitled "Ironies and Polem- 
ics," luwhichlio also uncovers the mealy 
side of tlio celebrated St. Francis do Sales, 
strips Garrlhon of much of bis reputation 
as an antislavcry pioneur und polemically 
dlsoiiB-ius some interesting clrarch history. 


According to his aecouut, Bonuivaitl, 


though a liijman, having never taken 
monastic vows or holy orders, and a wild 
young follow at the time, was by arrange- 
ment/ at Itonio Invested on the deoousc of 
his undo, tho 1 armor prior, with tho spir- 
itual and temporal authority and emolu- 
ments, of no incoii&klBrablo amount, of tho 
priory of St. Victor, a rich Bonodictino 
monastery just outside tho eastern gate of 
Geneva, surrounded with walls and moats 
of its own, independent of tlio bishop of 
Geneva and of tho city, with a cortogo of u, 
dozen well provided monks. 


Hero tho young prior held gay and fes- 


tive court, imbibed and indulged his up- 
petite freely, hoard causes, sentenced to ' 
prison, and otherwise apod royalty and 
autocracy. He had como from the univer- 
sity with theories of republican liberty, anil 
St. Victor became an outpost in defense of 
the liberties, of Geneva imd a rendezvous of 
all the young Liberal leaders of that littlo 
republic. 
Uany stories are told of his in- 


terlorcnco to prevent injustice by the Duke 
of Savoy and the bishop of Geneva, and 
his rescue of persecuted persons from their 
tyrannical measures, but thereby ho ma do 
himself especially obnoxious to those pow- 
erful individuals, who eventually worked 
out Iiis rum. Ho was traitorously in- 
veigled by two of his most trusted friends, 
compelled to renounce his priory in favor 
of one of them und turned over to tho 
custody of the, duke, who imprisoned him 
for two years in cue of his castles, while 
at tho samo time the bishop and the duke, 
subjugated tlio city of Geneva aud impris- 
oned, tortured and hanged the citizens. 


Sonic five years later Boumvard got pos- 


session again of his priory, but tho estates 
had been wrested from it by the duke and 
his minions, and he had TO depend on tho 
bounty of the city of Geneva tor some- 
thing to live on, amounting to 5'A crowns 
monthly—hardly sufficient to enable him 
to keej up a state worthy of the dignity of 
a sovereign. He had again made himself

People outside of military life who hnvo

noise und its rending force, but thuu1 lim- 
ited mechanical skill could suggest very' 
little use for it. 


Possibly it was used In warfare long be- 


fore the beginning of history, but tho first 
man In historical times to form an idea of 
the tciriblo destruction which this awful, 
bursting, flory substance might produce 
was an English monk named Kop;er Jlacon. 
Monks, in hih day, were tlie chemists, 
(scholars and writers ol the world, und this 
KoRor JJawm travelled mid studied much 
and made continual experiments in his 
laboratory to prove for himself and to de- 
velop what ho learned, from ntlii-r-i. Ho 
probably saw gunpowder among the Moors 
in Spain and tried for himself its explosive 
effect. Then lie wrote nf its composition, in 
the year 1'2(>7, und in his writing suggest- 
ed that it could bo used in engines of war 
to deal death and destruction to armies if 
men. 


Soon after Kogor Bacon's time ina sug- 


gestions wero taken up, and guns were con- 
Btrncted first by binding iron bars together 
with hoops to form a tube, then by casting 
a tube out of brass, with ono end closed 
Btouea suitable of elzo wero selected as 
bliot, and tlie powder had to be carried 
around m chests or barrels and s'.io\elcd 
Into the muzzles of the guns, tho skmea 
being rolled in after it. In spite of these 
drawbacks very largo gnus wore built, for 
thero was one used by Mohammed II 
against tJjo Greeks at the siege ol Constan- 
tinople in 145!i which throw a stone weigh- 
ing 000 pounds a distance of one mile — 
Lieutenant Johu M Ellicott in be Nich- 
olas.

ENTERPRISING BOTANISTS. 


Slx- 
Efl'cotn ol the Great Revival of tlie 


teentU Century. 


Iii tho great literary and scientific re- 


vival that took place in the sixteenth con- 
turj botany made a fresh departure. 
The 


discovery of America had brought a vast 
number of new plants to Europe, and 
their study doubtless stimulated the more 
complete study of those of tho old world. 
The great commercial activity of tho cen- 
tury must also havo had its InDucncc. 
Ships wero bringing new products from 
all parts, and, among these, plants were not 
forgotten. 
But from whatever cause it 


arot.e the grent impulse and renewed ac- 
tivity in the discovery and study of plants 
was- quite remarkable. 
They produced a 


large body of students, whose labors wero 
unwearied, and a wonderful amount of 
botanical literature. 


Among those students were sxach men as 


Loincer, L'Obcl, Crasalpmus, L'Ecluse, 
Mattioli, Caspar and John Bauhin, Con- 
rad Gesner, Pona, Leonard, Fnchs, Pros- 
per Alpinus, Dodoeus and many others. 
And thc&o men wero not stay at homo bo- 
tanical students. 
They wero great travel- 


ers, whose delight was to collect and ex- 
amine plants in their native countries, 
Caspar Bauhin collected them in Ger- 
many, France and Italy with great labor 
and danger (''quod prcecipuum erat, 
plantas locls natalibus iiispiciondo nullis 
laborious, nullis molostlis, nullis surnpti 
bun peper cimus"); L'Ecluse collected 
them In Spain, Hungary and Bohemia; 
Du Ghoul searched Mount Pilatus and 
John Pona Mount Baldus; Leonard Rau- 
wolf made a long journey to the cast in 


very obnoxious to tho duke by attempting 
to regain by force of arms some of the 
estates of which ho had deprived tho priory, 
and, having gono to visit his mother, who 
was ill at hor old home at Soyssol, in Sa- 
voy, he was seined in his attempt to return 
by emissaries of the duke and secreted In 
the duke's castle of Chillou, and for six 
years he was hidden from tho world. 


The first two years ho was kept In the 


upper chamber of the castle and treated 
fciudlj, but ut the end of this time, on the 
duke visiting the castle, ho was remanded 
to the awful and somber crypt. In 153C 
the army of Bern effected his release, and 
he was taken in M'inrnph to Geneva, where 
he found a revolution, duke and bishop 
and all their f uuctiomirics having been ex- 
pelled aud the reformers having taken the 
place of priests aud friars. St. Victor was 
no more, only a heap of ruins. He was al- 
lowed to select a house, given and furnish- 
ed at the public expense, a pension of SCO 
crowns, a year was settled on him, and ho 
was made a senator of tho republic. 


But Ins old convivial habits revived, and 


he was in continual difficulties with the 
officials uud Ins wives, of whom he had In 
succession three, but yet devoted much 
time to his literary work. His greatest 
trouble was with the church authorities, 
Calvin at their head, who could not easily 
allow for ills infirmities, and by them he 
was looked upon as a weakling in religious 
matters 
He lingered along to the age of 


77, watched with filial gratitude by the lit- 
tle state whose liberty ho had helped to 
save and whose heroic history he had re- 
corded. Tho manuscript of that work was 
referred to a committee with Calvin at the 
head, who declined to have It printed, but 
after the lapse of many years '' it has been 
tho pride of Geneva scholars to print in 
elegant archaic style every page written by 
the prisoner of Chlllon in prose or verse, 
on history, poetry, philosophy and theol- 
ogy." The cherished collection of Bonul- 
vai'd's books, which he bequeathed to tho 
city, ae he died childless, has grown into 
the library of a university, and the little 
walled town for whose ancient liberty he 
ventured such perils and suffered such im- 
prisonments is and for tho 800 years since 
has been ono of tho chief radiant centers 
of light and liberty for all the world — 
Springlield Republican.

DispoBinff of Smoke. 


In a device for disposing of tho smoko 


from boiler fires brought forward in Ger- 
many, Tlio American Machinist says that 
the waste gaijes of consumpt ion or com- 
bustion are drawn through a conduit at 
the end of which is. a ventilating fan, 
whic-h forces them into tho lower part of a 
gasometer. Hero they bubble through a 
sheet of water, whore they m-o cleansed of 
the solid particles held In suspension and 
collect in tho upper part of r,ho gusomoter, 
whence they may bo set frcu into the at- 
mosphere or used for iuiy purpose desired. 
The wash water is continually renewed, 
and, as tv measure of economy, tho com- 
bustible solid matter contained in it, may 
bo extracted by dccantatiou or evaporation 
and used a sucond time for fuel. 
Tho 


draft is regulated simply by varying the 
load upon tho bell of the gasometer. The 
system is applicable only whore power is 
available for operating the ventilator.

The Verb "To Get." 


M. Duhamel, at a meeting of the Sociote 


Nationalo des Professeurs do Francals oa 
Augleterrc, related in an amusing manner 
hla Impressions of England and the Eng- 
lish people. 
To illustrate the dlifficulty 


encountered by his countrymen in getting 
a thorough grasp of tlie English language 
M. Duhamel referred to the comprehensive 
use of the verb "to get," which he sup- 
posed was due to the English habit of 
"getting on." In the following sentences 
110 less than nine different French verbs 
am used, whereas in English they can all 
be rendered by the verb "to get:"

camels arrived, I heard a tremendous 
growling in Iroivt of the door, and on going 
jut I saw one of these amiable beasts be- 
ing led by his keeper, but walking along 
with every expression of disgust, both in 
his countenance uud voice. The man stop- 
ped (ditto camel) aud attempted to tie tlie 
beast's fore logs together, when it reared, 
and striking ori with its fore feet landed 
on the keeper's stomach and head, sending 
him (lying through space as if shot out of 
a camion. The man picked himself out of 
a ditch with a hand on each, bruised part, 
and the camel, which had never ceased 
roaring, was taken in charge by two other 
and more robust natives and led to the 
tents, or rather induced to go by energetic 
assistance of a very sharp iron rod applied 
in a most vigorous and miscellaneous man- 
ner.

ducted daily, and wo are now ready to lead 
tho recently broken camels.

And, to begin with, it can kick harder, 
higher, swifter and of toner than a Virginia 
mule and can use all four feet at ono time 
In a kicking match.

gymnastics. Then, he can run away when- 
ever he feels like it, and ho is often seized 
with a dosire to slope.

snakolike neck into a circle, and poking 
his ugly nose in the face of the rider opens 
his cavernous mouth and lets out a roar of 
disgust in such a fetid breath that tho ele- 
vated human victim is fairly blown into 
tho middle of the coming month, a week 
being too short a distance. And yet, with 
all these high recommendations, which 
some people might consider objectionable, 
these aro the dear animals I am yearning 
f or."
